One of the things they still find 
Í very useful to know in the army is 
i the art of double clutching.

Millions of driv­ 
ers haven’t the slightest idea how to 
double clutch, and it probably would 
be safe to say that an amazingly 
large number never heard of the 
term. 
The main reason for this is that 
with synchromesh transmissions you 
have merely to depress the clutch 
pedal and shift 
to 
another gear 
without any risk of not making the 
shift.

Let’s drop from high to 
second on a downgrade.
